It would perhaps not be fair towarnl sclence
to quote the opinions of the old boyg as to the
comparative excelience of the new-fangled flying
machines and the Kites of their boyheod dayvs;
but it was npoticeable at one of the resorts on
the Maine comst, ot least, that severil grown-ups
wearied of the seientific things and turaed to
the old styles with enthusiuem. Then, ton, the
writer got acquainted with the gingulur instru-
ment portrayed herewith, and learned how the
tug of a kite could arouse amidtions thuat huad
long been dormant.

fall bonnets ar: these cases brought down from
the old Varsity rooms, loaded into padded mov-
log vana (small lowds being the rule), driven
carefully up to the sloge Just to the southeast of
Cirant's Tomb, and there put in charge of skilled
laborers, who set them down in thele proper
rovims,  Though exnctness in delivering (each
being marked) and great care are ln-
pressed upon the movers, Columbia does not
think these suffclent precantions, and her pro-
fessors ard tutors are  continually  hovering
around both the old and the new sites, not in-
terfering with the work, but keeping o watch-
ful eye upon it, lest something from their re-
spective departments should go astray or be
packed badly,

A month has already been consumed in this
moving; on o small seale, in fact, it has been go-
ing on ever gince the middle of June.  Only
within the last fortalght, however, has it reached
s pregent proportions. All the goods and chat-
tels in the old bulldings must be up on Morn-
Ingside Helghtg by the first Monday In Octobws
(October 1) when the new University year opens,
and it is hoped that the specimens and ap-
paratus will be by that time completely ar-
ranged, and the leeture-rooms and otfices ready
ey vccupancy.

It will take much brisk, energetic work, for the
bulldings themselves are not finlshed as yet
Comparatively little remains to be done to these,

however, except the finishing touches, and thess,
in' most ca=es, can ba quickly added. Scaf¥olding
is etill in the massive rotunda of the Library,
the long steps and the platform in front of this
central structure are yet far from completion,
and the little amphitheatres of Schormerhom
and Havemeyer halls have much more to be
done on them. But, take it all in all, the new
Unptversity 18 gow an accomplishod fact, and
the full beauty of the plan and the harmony of
the buildings, one with another, can be seen,
The white marble of the Library, with its shin-
ing, graceful dame, stands’ out against the soft
pinkish tones of the four other bhulllings, all
that are to be erccted at present. The huilding
that will b2, pext to the Library, the most im-
pressive of all—University Hall, to contaln
gymnasium, electric and other running plants
of the entire site, and the academic theatre,
seating twenty-five hundred persons—i= not to
be bullt this wintzr, except the lower st
up to the terrace that overlooks ti
part of tha grounds. This building wi
lower level of the ground, but its main

enirance
and ita row of columns are to front on the ter-
race.

In all the new buildings workmen

Though nearly three-quarters of its movable

sort are stowed ‘away’ with the tondirest of

touches, and a few moments later thes: same
men will whird along the floor huge and hedvy
cases as if they were cardboard houses
Hamilton Hall, having Httle besilos books,
desks, seats and tahles, has been alm o<t cniptied

by this time. But the School of Mincs huldings,
with all the ectentific paraphernalin pro nted &
more complicated problem. Very much his been
sent away from here, but there are =till many
more loads to go. To get all this mass of ma-
terial out of this group of buildings casily @
clever plan was resorted to, A huge r ight ele-
vator was built up to the top of the bulliing on
the outside of the "L that runa down o Fuorty-
ninth-st., at the corner of Park-ave, near the
New-York Central's tracks.

The old library is the only interior that has
not been dismantled, Nearly one-third uf the
books have been sent uptown, and yet the
